tor of the Farmers National Council, 
an organization maintaining head- 
quarters at Washington, spoke to an 
audience at the court house last 
night explaining the purpose of the 
organisation and directing his re- 
marks largely toward an effort to 
show a community of interest be- 
tween the farmer and the laborer 
in political action. Mr. Harsh u on 
ft long speaking tour, having been 
out for several months talking to 
labor union organisations and to 
farmers. 
He outlined some things which be 


said his organization would fight for 
in the next congress. These include 
the* Norris-Sinelalr bill to create a 
government marketing agency, for 
the LaFbllette original-cost basis for 
railroad valuation, against a sales 
tax and for an inheritance, excess 
profits and stock dividend tax and 


" for an investigation of the Depart- 


ment ef Agriculture. 


Mr. Marsh was introduced by Wil 


liatn Langer. 


In endeavoring to link the interest 
of-the farmer and laborer in political 
action Mr. Marsh spoke along lines 
taken by speakers in the state for 
•the Nonpartisan League for the last 
several years, but introduced a new 
note in which he asserted that big 
Business started out, to bankrupt the 
farmers so millions of farmers would 
be driven to cities to relieve the la- 
bor shortage in big producing areas. 
The first step after the war, he said, 
was to- try and break the labor 
unions, which failed; the second to 
break down immigration restriction, 
which failed, and the third ~to drive 
farmers to the factories-, which suc- 
ceeded, two to five million people go- 
iltg from the farms to cities. He as- 
serted figures of Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace showed that this 
year two to two and a half'millions 
of farmers will leave the farms ana 
that seme places in the Northwest 
80 to 25 per cent of the farmers had 
lost their farms. 


Some farmers, he said, unfortu- 
nately speculated ifl land values and 
farm values are -twenty to thirty bil- 
lions more than they should be. The 
valuation is not real, the farms won't 
produce enough to justify the values, 
he naid. 


Attacks Beserv* Dyatco. • 
The Federal Reserve System, he 
said, was designed to help gamblers 
ia-farm products, etc., to survive 
financial stress. 
< There never has been a time when 
consumers did not pay enough for 
farm products to pay all the costs ef 
distribution and give fair profits to 
the farmers and farmers' wives, he 
Mid. 
.In answer to statements that far- 
men are over-producing ne said this 
was another name for under-con- 
sumption, because prices ef products 
are high and because of unemploy- 
ment. 
Bread 'prices, he asserted, 


were too high. He said figures show- 
ed, the average consumption of the 
leading products had declined in the 
last 15 years because of high prices. 


He urged support for the Norris- 
Sinclair bill for a marketing corpor- 


*We have a Wall Street controlled 
govemm&t, but it will enly take 
about eight years more to get pub- 
lic ownership of government," he 
said. 
He said that when Congress con- 


vened in December it was planned to 
have representatives from farm pro- 
ducing states come to Washington 
and demand that senators and repre- 
sentatives vote for the Noms-Sm- 
clair^bUl.

A school ''building designed 
to 


serve as a community center is pro- 
bably the outstanding feature of the 
new Boosevelt school in Biverview 
edition which will be opened Jan. 1. 


Everything that can make a school 


building,Into a comfortable and com- 
,. modious meeting place for the pub- 
lic as well as the school children* has 
been considered by the architect, A. 
Van Horn, Sopt. H. O. Saxvik, and 
the school board in the plans for the 
'new building. 


Wonderful economy in floor space 


and a vacuum system of cleaning are 
two of the most noticeable features 
in 
the 
new building, 
although 


throughout 
the school is of the 


most modern design,—possessing a 
gymnasium, a cafeteria, and class- 
rooms of the most scientific order. 
Ten classrooms s,re contained in the 
building, one being an up-to-date 
kindergarten. The entire structure 
is fireproof. 
* 
-» 


On the first floor is the gymnas- 


ium, the largest of any in tie grade 
school and almost equal to that in 
the high school. The new feature in 
this is the large stage, which has 
been built-in for use in theatricals, 
not only 'with tile thought of 
the 


school children in mind but taking 
into consideration the people of the 
city who might have occasion to put 
on some community play. 


Domestic Science Room 


The gymnasium will probably be 


used most by the teacher whp in- 
structs the children in calisthenics 
and drill work as a' part of their 
course in physical culture. Shower 
baths have been installed. A bal- 
cony allows visitors to view any de- 
monstration. 


On the same floor witB the gym- 


nasium is the cafeteria,—a 
roomy 


modern domestic science room. This 
has been installed for the conveni- 
cence of- the teachers and' tfce chil- 
dren who are forced to bring lunches 
because of the distance which they 
must come to attend school. It . 
also be used by the 
townspeople 


when gatherings are held at 
the 


school. 


On the first floor are the class- 
-rooms with light airy cloak rooms 
at the hack or side jjf the room, in 
order that they may «lway» be in 
the view of the teacher. Instead o: 
wasting about 7 or 8 feet on a long 
dark hall in which clothes might be 
hung, a space of only about 18 inchei 
has been given over to the 
cloak 


rooms. Slide windows and partitions 
allow for compartments containing 
hooks for from four to six students

The top floor likewise has

Good Ventilation

While the equipment for the va- 


V cuum system of cleaning has 
not 


been purchased, the entire building 
has been piped so that this may be 
used at any time. By used of these 
vacuum cleaners which operate very 
much as the vacuum in the home, no 
dust is raised or allowed to fill the 
.the air to be breathed by the chil- 
dren. 


The fab system of ventilation is 


used throughout—freSh air being 
taken* in from the outside and forced 
through a plenum chamber where it

A school 
building 
designed 
to 
serve Us a community center is pro- 
huhly the outstanding feature of the 
new Roosevelt school in Riverview 
editioh which will be opened Jan. 1. 
Everything that can make a school 
building into a comfortable and com­ 
modious meeting place for the pub­ 
lic as well as the school childrcil has 
been considered by the architect, A. 
Van Horn, Supt. H. O. Saxvik, and 
the school board in the plans for the 
iiew building. 
Wonderful economy in floor space 
and a vacuum system of cleaning are 
two of the most noticeable features 
in 
the 
new 
building, 
although 
throughout

is of the

modern 
design,—possessing a 
gymnasium, a cafeteria, and 
class­ 
rooms of the most scientific order. 
Ten classrooms arc dbntaihed in the

couraged. It teaches the farm er how­ 
to grow his corps and

againsV over-production. This feature 
alone is a strong argum ent in favor 
of cooperative m arketing, he says. 
Farm ing a Bnaineaa 
"F arm ing is a business," he says, 
"and^ today farm s m ust be operated 
on a business basis if the agricul­ 
tu ral industry is to prosper. 
The 
farm ers who really 
have 
suffered 
d uring the last two yesrs have not 
been the farm ers who used business 
judgm ent a fte r the w ar in the oper­ 
ation of th e ir farm s. T here can be 
overproduction of w heat but there is 
alw ays a m arket fo r dairy products 
and m eats. 
Bread is an essential 
food, but there is a lim it to the 
am ount we can consume. On th e other 
hand, there are few lim itations on 
dairy products and m eats.

faim ers who leased land or bought 
farm s when land waa selling high 
w ere the ones who were h it the h ard ­ 
est.
